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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: of the reasons for corresponding arguments as 
set forth in the Final Office Action. Additionally, Applicant argues Kim does not disclose generating a polygon approximating a contour of 
the object region. ..because Kim teaches each contour representing a portion of the current contour... In response, Kim's disclosure (US 
5,883,977) teaches a primary contour represents a divided portion of a contour. Therefore the contour, which may be divided into primary 
contour segments, represents the object (Fig. 2). Additionally, Applicant argues Kim does not generate object region data comprising an 
approximate function data expressing trajectories. Kim discloses using a line to express the trajectories (col. 5-6, II. 64-5; col. 6, II. 48-60), 
where the line represents the function data that expresses trajectory. Thus, the rejection in view of Kim is maintained based upon the 
above rationale and that rationale provided in the Final Office Action. 
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
